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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointirig out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 29-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claimed feature of the connection of the bipolar 
transistors of the collectors and emitters of the claimed 2"*^ and 3"^ transistors must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). After looking at the drawings there 
is no such connection to be found. Please clarify. Please specify exactly where in the 
drawings and specification these features are found. Claims 31-38 inherit the 
deficiencies of claim 29 and 30. Therefore cannot be further examined on the merits. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the connection of the 
bipolar transistors of the collectors and emitters of the claimed 2"'' and 3"* transistors 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the daim(s).
